DAY  .  Wests  homecoming  substitute  contained  the  neces¬ 
sary  ingredients  for  reinforcing  the  excitement  of  the  “Turkey 
Day”  game. 

Several  variations  were  installed  in  “Hobo  Day’s"  forty- 
filth  anniversary  celebration.  In  preparation  for  the  bout  with 
the  Flyers,  students  participated  in  spirit  events  spanning 
three  days.  A  tug-of-war  raged  between  the  classes  of  Monday 
but  terminated  later  in  the  week  because  of  a  split  decision 
(the  rope  broke).  Nostalgic  figures  cruised  about  the  campus 
the  following  day,  resembling  teeny-boppers  of  the  ’50’s  era. 
Organizations  competed  in  a  hall  decorating  contest  in  an 
effort  to  pep  up  the  buildings.  The  festivities  reached  a  cli¬ 
max  at  the  Hobo  Day  pep  rally.

In  lieu  of  the  old 
Court  House  finale,  the  procession  terminated  with  the  selection  of 
winning  floats  and  club  mini-floats  on  the  city  parking  lot. 

Forty-five  may  seem  middle  age  but  I  lobo  Day  has  met  its  day.  The 
gleem  of  the  1  urkey  Day  Came  has  been  tarnished  by  the  new  state 
play-offs.  Irregular  scheduling  of  the  Maroon-Flyer  match  will  prevent 
the  annual  post-holiday  exchange  of  the  Alton-Southern  victorv  bell.
